Covent Garden Cheatre. 

AvBeErR’s charming Opera of Fra Diavolo, was admirably performed 
at this Theatre last night, and elicited considerable applause. It was 
followed by The Irish Ambassador.

Tue ‘new Comic Drama, called The Bride of Budgate, was per- 
formec, for the second time, last night. The characters are cleverly 
sketched ; one, a lying, swaggering sort of bravo, whose courage all 
lies in his tongue, not unaptly called Captain Mouth, was represented 
by Cooper with a mure than ordinary share of humour.

Miss Pear- 
son was Margaretta, a dreadfol falling off in our reminiscenses; this - 
young lady plays and sings as if she was doing a task, and when she 
has finished her speech or song, stands with the most perfect uncon- 
cern till her turn comes again, taking, apparently, not the Jeast interest 
in what is going on around her.
